A little girl was killed and forty-four 
other passengers were injured serious- 
ly enough to warrant being taken to 
hospitals or treated by ambulance sur- 
geons in a rear-end collision between 
two B, M. T. trains, both bound for 
Manhattan, on Williamsburg Bridge 
just before 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing.

Dense F * in Harbor Forces Liners to Anchor, 
Delays Ferries; Summer Heat With Thunder 





The harbor of New York was blan- 
keted yesterday from early morning un- 
til midnight by a thick darkisn yellow 
fog which was ascribed by disgruntled 
commuters to the soft coal now being 
used and by the United States Weather 
Bureau to the smoke and the warm air 
coming in contact with the cold 
ground, causing condensation. 

The fog lay in pockets*ldw over the 
harbor, and navigators of the smaller 
steamships -which tried to creep up 
from Sandy Hook discovered that each 
pocket was denser than the last. Fi- 
nally, all of them except one gave it 
up and anchored in a line that 
stretched from Liberty Island to out- 
side the Ambrose: Channel Lightship. 
Fifteen passenger vessels, transatlantic 
and coastwise, were fogbound, ‘includ- 
ing the Cunarders Ascania and An- 
dania, the Cleveland of the United 
American Lines, the Flora of the Royal 
Dutch Mail, the Pacific Navigation 
liner Essequibo and the Furness-Ber- 
muda liner Fort Victoria. 

The only passenger vessel which man- 
aged to creep up through the fog yes- 
terday was the Cristobal of the Pan- 
ama Railroad Line from, Colon. She 
dotked’ at the foot of West Twenty- 
fifth Street in the afternoon.

‘At the United States 
Weather Bureau it was said the fog 
was not expected to lift until today, 
when a strong northwest gale would 
probably blow it away. 

Although the fog was dense in the 
North and East Rivers, the ferry ser- 
vices were net delayed more than fif- 
teen minuteg and no accidents were 
reported. The delays in North River 
services, however, caused long lines of 
vehicles to form on the New Jersey 
side, resulting in congestion. 

At 6 o'clock last night, when the fog 
was thickest, a Summer storm of thun-

pedestrians to shelter and quickly 
flooded the streets to a depth of twelve 
inches in places along the waterfront. 
The temperature was 52 degrees and 
the weather was muggy and uncom- 
fortable.

Research Expert Reports the 
‘New Liverpool Therapy Still 
Is Experimental. 


iTS USE VERY LIMITED 


Injections Are Still Dangerous and 
‘So Far Only One Case In Five. 
Has Been Helped. 


Professor Francis:Carter Wood, Di- 
rector of the Institute of Cancer Re- 
search at Columbia University, who 
went to Liverpool to study the Bell 
treatment of cancer by lead, reported 
yesterday the results of his study. 

He found that injections of metallic 
lead, a so-called colloidal lead, had 
brought at least temporary relief to 
one person in every five ~who took 
them, but that the »yremedy was ex- 
tremely dangerous. The drug, ‘he 
added, is difficult to prepare, impos- 
sible to keep, and forthe present must 
be handled only by those who are 
familia® with ita use.~ 

While Prof. Wood felt that the final 
solution of the cancer problem had 
not been reached, he said.the Bell 
treatment must be regarded as. the 
most important advance since the ad- 
vent of radium and X-ray, and as one 
which gives hope of much greater use- 
fulness_in the future. 

The new treatment was worked out 
by ‘Dr. William Blair Bell, Professor 
of -Gynecology and Obstetrics at the 
Universitiy of Liverpool, It came to 
public notice when Prof. Bell read a 
paper on the treatment at a. meeting 
of, the Toronto Academy of seen 
on last. Nov. 10. 


Professor Wood’s Report. 


“The statements contained in the 
paper,”’ said Professor Wood, ‘“‘wereée 
of so great an importance as indicat- 
ing the possibility of an effective 
treatment. of certain types of cancer 


that. some of the points were reported 
in the daily press. These were so fa- 
vorable’ that.a good deal of optimism 
was‘felt by many people, which was 
not warranted from the very conserva- 
tive statements made by the lecturer. 
Many believed that the cancer prob- 
lem was finally solved. 

“Such unfounded. optimism is highly 
dangerous, as it leads people Into an 
unwarranted sense of security to the 
neglect. of important symptoms and 
delay in obtaining proper treatment. 
It ig unnecessary to repeat here the 
situation concerning cancer in the 
United States. 

“It is enough to say that from 100,- 
000 to 125,000 persons die frpm cancer 
every year in this country and that 
the methods of treatment now avail- 
able are still not sufficiently effective 
to check the «steady rise in the re- 
corded death rate as .reported .by the 
Census Bureau.” 

As an officer-of the American So- 
ciety for the Control of. Cancer, whose 
function it is to furnish people of the 
United States with accurate informa- 
tion concerning any form of treatment 
which seems to promise relief to those 
who; suffer, from this. disease, it 
seemed to Dr. Wood well worth while 
te obtain a complete and accurate 
knowledge of Professor Blair. Bell's 
method and its results: 


Many Inquiries Received. 


This was necessary to check unwar- 
ranted hopes and to furnish definite 
information to answer the numerous 


inquiries reaching the office of the 
society. Dr. Wood therefore went to 
Liverpool to see the work first hand. 

“The work is being carried on by a 
most competent group of scientific 
workers of the Liverpool University in 
collaboration with prominent phy- 
sicians of Liverpool, backed’ by a group 
of philanthropic citizens who furnish 
the necéssary funds,’’ Mr. Wood re- 
ported. ‘This work has been in prog- 
ress about five years and has reached 
a point where some estimate can be 
obtained of the effectiveness of the 
treatment. In the first place, the treat- 
ment consists of the injection into-the 
veins of the patient of a certain 
amount of metallic lead in a very. fine 
state of division, a so-called colloidal 
lead. The preparation of this lead is 
extremely complicated and its use 
must be safeguarded because if the 
preparation is imperfect it is very 
poisonous. 

“The solution so far obtained only 
keeps about forty-eight hours, so that 
it must be prepared freshly for the 
injections. This; makes it impossible 
to transport the ‘solution and necessi- 
tates the treatment being carried out 
in, Liverpool, where expert chemists 
make the preparation fresh as needed. 


Unsatisfactory Condition. 

“This is a very unsatisfactory situa- 
tion, and a great deal of work has been 
done to see if some more permanent 
solution cannot be obtained, thus 
making the treatment generally avail- 
able, -but so far with no success. The 
product has to be immediately ana- 
lyzed to determine the amount of lead 


present, as the dose required to in- 
fence cancer is. very close to that 
which may cause fatal lead —— 

“Much experience is —— tom

j “Only long and painstaking study of 
the disease as influenced by this rem- 
edy will result in improving the results 
so far obtained. The injections aré 
given about a week apart and if the 
patient’s condition warrants six such 
injections are made. . The patients have 
to be under continuous supervision in 
order to prevent serious lead poison- 
ing from arising,.and this means a 
daily study of the biood and a care- 
ful watching by expert physicians who 
have been trained in the use of this 
powerful poison. So far about 250 pa- 
tients haye been treated, and in fifty 
the results have been highly satisfac- 
tory. The rest have died from the pro- 
gressive growth of the cancer which 
the lead has been unable to check. 

“The treatment is not painful and’ 
as a rule patients are not much dis- 
turbed by the injections. Oot the fifty 
cases in which improvement has been 
noticed one has gone five years. with- 
out. a return of the diseasé, others 
from two to three, but most of the 
patients are too recent —— a 
definite opinion to be fo as to 
the final. results. But some benefits 
have been obtained in all of the fifty 
cases mentioned. 

“Unfortunately it is quite impossible 
to determine at present the type of 
cancer which will be favorably in- 
fluenced, so that no guarantee of im- 
provement can be offered to any in- 
dividual ‘case. Some people bear the 
lead injections without serious dis- 
turbance, while others show evidence 
of poisoning so promptly that the 
treatment has to be abandoned. 


Other Difriculties. — 
“Nor does the microscopic determi- 
nation of. the nature of the tumor 
necessarily permit definite conclusions 


as to the probability of success or 
failure. Therefore, only a very much 
larger experience by the experts who 
are carrying on this treatment will 
permit of more accurate opinions as to 
the ultimate effects. Certain types of 
cancer are not favorably affected by 
this treatments For example,. those 
occurring about the mouth, those of 
the skin, and patients with any type 
in whom the disease has spread to the 
lungs or to ‘the bones. in any case 
those who are much exhausted by the 
disease as a rule do not bear the injec- 
tions well. : 

“Should marked improvement take 
place the lead treatment does not in- 
terfere with surgical operations should 
they become possible, nor with treat- 
ment with X-ray or radium, nor has 
there been observed any permanent 

pron“ from the lead to those who 
have lived for a considerable time. If 
the growth returns, a fresh series of 
injections can be given. 

‘The gist of the matter is, then, 
that we have a treatment which 
brings at least temporary relief to one 
person. in. five, who takes it, but that 
the remedy is extremely dangerous, 
that.the drug is difficult.to prepare, 
impossible to keep, and therefore for 
the present must be handled only by 
those who are familiar th its use. 
This means that all patients who de- 
sire to avail themselves of this treat- 
ment must go to Liverpool and place 
themselves under the care of the group 
of physicians. who have familiarized 
themselves with the symptoms which 
indicate whether a patient can stand 
a sufficient dose to affect the tumor. 

“Small quantities of the rémedy are 
not effective. Improper preparations 
result in rapid poisoning. It is thus 
evident that the lead treatment is as 
yet of limited availability, that it 
cannot be given by any one in this 
country, and that . experimentation 
with preparations not made in ac- 
cordance with the rules which have 
been established in the laboratories in 
Liverpool would not only be futile but 
extremely dangerous, and therefore 
wholly unjustifiable. 


To Spread Knowledge. 


“Just as soon as the use of the drug 
becomes standardized and the method 
of preparation simplified so that it a 


be made by any expert chemist™ 
Liverpool Cancer Committee p 2 
to instruct a certain number of physi- 
cians in England and elsewhere in the 
use of the drug, but until that time 
arrives they feel that it would be very 
‘unwise to give out. the methods of 
preparation or to suggest its general 
use. 

“From this survey it will be evident 
that the final solution of the cancer 
problem has not been. reached and 
patients will still have to rely upon 
early diagnosis and prompt surgical 
treatment as at present for the most 
effective means of cuting early cancer. 
Radium and X-ray still remain useful 
forms of trgatment where surgery is 
not available, and colloidal lead seems 
to promise hope to others. But at 
present no final judgment can be ren- 
dered concerning its efficacy, nor does 
it seem likely that in the near future 
will.any. great improvement in its use 
be discovered. Nevertheless it is 
clearly the most important advance in 
the treatment of cancer which has 
been made since the advent of radium 
and X-ray, and one which gives hope 
of much ‘greater usefulness in the 
future.” . 


Wood a Leading Authority. 
Professor Wood, who is one of ‘the 
foremost authorities on ‘cancer, took 
his degree in medicine at the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Colum- 
bia University in 1895, and. then en- 
gaged in graduate study for two yéars 
in Berlin and in Vienna. He has been 
director of the cancer work of ‘the 
George Crocker Special Research Fund 
at Columbia since 1912. He is a mem- 
ber of the American Association of 
phage orig and Bacteri 
Society of 
Medicine, the Stew York Pathological 
Society, the American Association for 
Cancer’ Research and the American 
Medical Association... He is the au- 
thor.of several medical works.

ACCUSED OF ROBBING 
THEIR PAYMASTER 


Detectives Say Two Youths Admit 
$765 Hold-Up in Factory in 
Which They Worked. 


Disguised as workmen, four detec- 
tives of the Poplar street Precimct 
spent only a few hours yesterday in 
the factory of Boorum & Pease, 154 


Front Street, Brooklyn, manufac- 
turers of blank books. when they 
arrested two youths who, the detec- 
tives say, admitted they were guilty 
of holding up the paymaster of the 
concern last Friday and stealing $765.

Chang is also incensed against Japan 
because the Japanese Consul in Hsin- 
min-fu still refuses to give up eight of 
General Kuo’s men who have been 
refugees in the consulate when Chang 
defeated Kuo. They are in the cellar 
ofthe consulate, being supplied with 
food and clothes by the Japanese Con- 
sul, .who continues*:the ‘protection of 
them for humanitarian reasons, be- 
cause of the terrible fate Kuo met. 

; Chang's Mukden soldiers continue to 
| gurround the consulate, waiting for the 
Fefugees to leave, but not daring to 
enter the premises because of extra- 
territoriality. 

Chang’s attitude is. censured by the 
Japanese residents of Dairen, Mukden 
and other’cities in a resolution sent to 
Tokio. The Foreign Office does not 
intend to take any action thereon, hold- 
ing that it would be interferring. with 
Chinese internal affairs. 

This resolution is seen in_ political 
circles here as being inspired by the 
Opposition, which intends to attack the 
Government on its Manchurian policy 
when the Diet opens op Thursday and 
Premier Kato and Foreign Minister 
Shidehara defend their policies. 


Famine in Central Provinces. 


* PEKING, Jan. 18 (#).—Famine cendi- 
tions prevail in many districts of the 


central provinces, notably Huan, Hu- 
os Honan, Kiangsi and Szechuan, 
ut have not yet reached the stage 
where outside assistance is cotisidered 
Mecessary. This is the substance of 
reports reaching the ‘international 
Famine Relief Commisgion here. 
The prevailing’ shortage of food * 
lies in these regions is attributed t 
ailure of rice crops along the middie 
Yangtze River, depredations of. the 
_Military forces and the increased ¢ul- 
tivation of the opium poppy. 
An investigator for the commission 
‘ has returned from the Yangtze prov- 
inces and reports that only a few 
isolated districts are seriously af- 
fected, and that nowhere are. coridi- 
tions as bad as in the case of the 
great famine in the northern provinces 
wf Chihli and Shantung in 1920. With 
proper distribution the available funds 
should be. sufficient to cepe with the 
®ituation, he said.

* foreign and Chinese groups over

On the» con- 
trary, four-fifths-of the crop or more, 
is marketed through live stock and 
dairy products, and with cattle and

prices than they were bringing last 
year, and with. every prospect of good

RICH FARM IN THIS CITY. 


Produce —* Riker’s Island: Would 
Make Many Farmers Envious. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 18 ().—New 
York City, not usually thought of as 
an agricultural community, has within 
its boundaries at least one good sized 
farm which during: ‘the past year 
turned out produce of sufficient quan- 
tity to make the heart of the average 
farmer fill with énvy. 

The farm is located on Riker’s Island; 
in the East River, and in a report of 
the State Commission of Prisons, made 
public today, its operation is credited 
to workhouse. prisoners and drug ad- 
dicts, who on the day of inspection 
totaled 435. 

Ten horses on the island assist the 
prisoners in their work on the farm 
and about the institution. The crop

farm produced 2,092 pounds of butter 
beans, 5,790 pourds of Swiss chard,

In his resolution Mr. Bloch charged 
that the telephone company has ‘‘spe-

“The telephone company,’’- said the 
resolution, “has exércised a‘ policy of 
‘the: public be, dammed,’, ruinous . to 
business, detrimental to ‘trade and 
commerce and discouraging. to. busi- 
ness.”’ 

In.a statement which he issued in 
support of his resolution Assemblyman 
Bloch agserted that the people of the 
State are suffering a ‘‘great injustice 
at the hands of an arrogant corpora- 
tion which has absolutely usurped 
their rights.”

For the greater part of the race 
Thunberg took the ‘turns -well and 
seemed to have himself in hand better 
than he did in his first race last week. 
However, he could not match the gen- 
éralship of Moore, who never kept: his 
eye off the Finn. 

Moore was supremely confident from 
the start, and even -whén Gorman 
challenged him a few laps from ‘the 
finish Moore had plenty of speed ‘in 
reserve and he was not even extended 
to win.

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THE SENATE’S IDEA OF SPEED. 

Members of the Senate are now 
gravely patting themselves on the 
back for their agreement to pass the 
Tax bill before March 15. How much 
before? ‘Well, that’s uncertain. It 
doesn’t seem greatly to matter in the 
Senatorial mind: If only the President 
is able to sign the bill a day. or two 
before the first taxes under it are due, 
all will be well. It may be impossible 
for the Internal Revenue Bureau to 
prepare the necessary blanks in time, 
but that is not-the affair of the 
Senate. Thousands of taxpayers and 
business men will be subject to incon- 
venience and perhaps loss by the nar- 
row margin of time left to them, but 
it simply remains for them to be on 
their toes and step lively.

. AERONAUTICS. : 

In his letter to Chancellor Brown 
of the New York University announc- 
ing a gift of $500,000 to establish a 
School of Aeronautics Mr. DANIEL 
GuGoENHEIM said that *’the great 
“‘tuture of aviation and aeronautics 
‘is in the promotion of the arts of 
** peace rather than of war.’’ A few 
months before: the outbreak of the 
great war. he and his immediate fam- 
ily éndowed thé Daniel and Florence 
Guggenheim: Foundation to promote 
‘* through charitable’ and benevolent 
** activities the well-being of mankind 
* throughout the world.’’ - Now, in a 
letter to Secretary Hoover, he further 
proves his devotion to aeronautics as 
an agency: of civilization by providing 
the sum of $2,500,000 ‘‘ to establish a 
‘* fund which will cooperate with you 
** and with all agencies of the Govern- 
‘* ment and the public generally in 
“advancing the art and science of 
“* aeronautics and aviation.’’ Trustees 
are to be.appointed to carry out’ the 
donor’s purpose. They are to have 
the use immediately of $500,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of their studies and 
of any preliminary work they may 
elect to do. He will stand ready ‘to 
supply $2,000,000 more., when they 
‘ indicate that the money can be used 
‘* wisely to promote the aims of the 
** fund."’ It will be possible ‘‘ with the 
sums thus contributed,’”” Mr. Guacsn- 
BEIM thinks, ‘‘ to bring about such 
an advance in the art that private 
‘* enterprise will find it practicable 
‘‘ and profitable to ‘carry on.’ . 

As a leader as well as a benefactor in 
the commercial development of aero- 
nautics, DANIEL GUGGENHEIM must be 
recégnized. Nothing could, have been 
more inspiring to workers.in the same 
field than his address on the occasion 
of turning the sod to mark the begin- 
Ring. of construction for the Aero- 
nautical Building on the university 
grounds last October.

budget for the current year is $437, - 
000,000, it is clear that the deficit can- 
not be met from the bank account 
much longer. That the budget should 
have been unmanageable during the 
war period may ‘be excusable, but 
never again should a single year’s in- 
crease of the budget exceed the city’s 
total bank deposits. 
- In private finance, for every credit 
there must be a debit. Public accouht- 
ing is different. Whenever there is a 
public deficit, it ts balanced by an 
increase of debt-or taxation. That is 
why public finance remains solvent 
under: conditions that would be fatal 
to a commercial undertaking. <A cash 
account is not the place to look for 
capital wastes, and the city’s cash ac- 
count is no exception. The published 
items contain no recognizable entries 
covering trade operations understood 
to be insolvent in a money sense, how- 
ever highly they may be valued by 
those using them at less than cost. 

It is not fair to criticize a cash ac- 
count for what is not in it, but the 
new . Administration would acquire 
merit if it.would reorganize its ac- 
counts to assimilate them to. those 
necessary for solvency of private busi- 
ness. The published accounts contain 
an entry of $18,739,640 for subway 
construction, but the total cost. of the 
subways requires arf allocation of in- 
terest paid on their account. There 
is another entry of $154,230,321 for 
** permanent improvements.”” The two 
largest items, totaling $71,000,000, are 
streets and schools, whose value citi- 
zens can appraise for themselves. 
They are not trading ventures and 
are moral and physical assets of the 
city.

PROGRESS OF THE CATHEDRAL. 

Yesterday’s meeting at the Bankers’ 
Club was of the nature of a report of 
progress.in the building of the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine. Satisfac- 
tion over what has been accomplished 
was mingled with bright hopes for 
what remains to be done. Since the 
renewed effort to complete the Cathe- 
dral-more. than 300,000 contributions 
have been received from individuals. 
Public interest in the great undertak- 
ing seems to be undiminished. Yester- 
day there were present representatives 
of many different religious faiths and 
departments of human activity. As is 
known, business men, women, the 
Army .and Navy, historical and patri- 
otic societies, the fine arts, organized 
labor, education; athletics, the medical 
and legal professions and other groups 
are all taking a lively interest in build- 
ing parts of the Cathedral, to signify 
the relation. between religion and their 
special interests in daily life. 

The impetus given by what has been 
done and by the active resumption of 
building operations on the Cathedral 
should ‘not. be petmitted to die away 
until the mearis are in hand for finish- 
ing the imposing edifice. There is no 
good reason why this should not be 
done within ten or twelve years. The 
towers: on the west front should begin 
to rise soon, and in the end the great 
central tower, lifting itself 650 feet 
above the sea level, will stand as a 
symbol of religion where it can be seen 
from all parts of the city and by every 
ship that enters the harbor. Mean- 
while the Cathedral will go on demon- 
strating its community value by such 
great meetings as have already been

‘THE VANISHING “ROAD.” 

Speaking recently at Harvard, Jane 
Cow. predicted that in another dozen 
years there would be no more spoken 
drama. The idea is not nearly so wild 
as it may seem. The official organ of 
the Actors’ Equity Association pre- 
sents fighres to show that Broadway 
producers are “losing the road.’’ 
Fifteen years ago there were 1,540 
theatres open to productions on tour; 
today there are only 674: Since the 
day of.the old stock companies the 
major portion of managerial- profits 
had. been made on tour. As Equity 
puts it, New York was the “* shop win- 
dow,’’ but the road was ‘’ the couriter 
‘‘ ever which theatrical goods. were 
“* sold.”/ In order to give the impres- 
sion. of success on Broadway, mana- 
gers frequently’ extended the original 
run until the net result was a con- 
siderable deficit—which they relied on 
the road to make good. For the same 
reason they, charged moderate prices 
for tickets. Today when a production 
ceases to pay expenses it goes at once 
to the road—or, more frequently, to 
the storehouse. The playgoer.may ob- 
serve the difference in’ re price of 
his evening's entertainm He pays 
for’all he gets—and frequs oe for s0 
much more that: he ceases to be a 
playgoer. There is still a considerable 
number of those who lay: the golden 
egg, but the mortality is considerable 
and increasing. 

It is not all the fault is the man- 
ager. Railway es, hotel bills and 
actors’ salaries are almost double 
what they were. Radio kéeps many 
at home. Moving pictures have taken 
a heavy toll. The road manager who 
can fill his house at prices ranging 
upward to $2 refuses to take a chance 
on a spoken drama—for which, win or 
lose, he will get only half the receipts. 
As the number of available houses 
becomes smaller, the ‘“ jumps.”’ 
the road become longer, greatly adding 
to the expense account. Yet Equity 
alleges against the managers serious 
errors. : By retaining galleries and 
charging. moderate prices for the seats, 
they might wave held a large part of 
their old patrons. By intelligently 
combining™ their - forces, they might 
have cut down expenses that now 
“are duplicated and _  triplicated.” 
Espetially they might have maintai:ted 
their road following by sending out 
good companies instead of palming off 
a lot of second-rate actors as ‘‘ the 
original Broadway .cast.” Equity 
thinks that there is still time to re- 
cover lost ground; but one wonders. 
In New York State there are only 
twelve ‘‘open’’ theatres, where if 
1915 there were eighty-five. In Texas 
sixty open. theatres have dwindled to 
virtually none. 

Drama of the type in which Miss 
Cow. is particularly interested suffers 
a peculiar handicap. The original 
production is costly and seldom pays 
for itself on Broadway. In any case 
the road is of the Mood Missourian, 
refusing to acclaim a Shakespearean 
company until it has been abundantly 
** shown.” Not. until Miss ‘Cowt’s 
second tour in “‘ Romeo and Jultet” 
did she have any considerable finan- 
cial success. Under former conditions 
she might have toured again and 
again; for the road, though skeptical, 
is loyal. But when she attempted a 
third tour, the available theatres were 
too few and the “jumps” too far. 
‘Without a liberal subvention we. shail 
have fewer classics than ever. The 
more popular forms of drama will 
doubtless survive; but even there the 
managers will have to take thought. 
At best the rewards of all concerned 
will be far less than when the road 
was in its prime.

Rupert Hughes finds that Washing- 
ton danced, drank and swore. These 
accomplishments were not unusual in 
the times in which he lived. * * * 

Mr. Hughes’s other statement in re- 
gard to Washington is somewhat more 
serious. He states that “after ex- 
haustive study” he found Washington 
“never favored or meant to fight for 
independence’ and that the Revolu- 
| tion was only a “‘civil war." 

It appears to the writer to be hard 
to reconcile this statement with a 
very well known fact. Independence 
was declared July 4,°1776. Washing- 
ton was put in command of the army 
of this new nation started by this 
Declaration of Independence. He pro- 
ceeded to engage the enemy in the 
historic Battle of Long Island, which 
occurred Aug. 27, 1776. This battle 
has come to be regarded by historians 
as.more than a fight in civil strife, for 
it was the first time that an organized 
army, dedicated to the principle of 
equality of birth, fought under a na- 
tiondl emblem. So in this battle 
Washington became more than a mere 
General. He emerged into the class 
of the great of the world, as a leader 
in a movement for the advancement 
of civilization. * * * .

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Fair Terms for France. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I express.my appreciation of your 
editorial of Dec. 29 entitled “Fair Terms 
for France’? What you say is well said 
and should be seriously considered. by our 
Debt Funding Commission and by Congress. 

Your closing paragraph particularly ap- 
peals to me, especially your plea ‘‘to pro- 
mote friendly relations and the free flow of 
commerce, and, finally, to avoid the reproach 
that we have forgotten the high spirit of 
sacrifice and of pledging .all that we had 
which animated us in 1917.” 

So long, however, as our Funding Com 
mission and .Corigress base thelr decisions 
exclusively on “ability to pay,’’ it is diffi- 
cult to see how we can escape tite charge 
of “‘now thinking only how we can get our 
money back,’’ Is not the question of ‘‘abdili- 
ty to pay’ one about which we and they 
aré bound to differ? And so long as pay- 
ments, though mutually agreed on, are made 
exclusively-on that basis, how can real good- 
will toward us be re-established? Are there 
not moral elements*in those war debts which 
are ignored to our own Joss and shame—yés, 
and to our pert-in the “ability to pay’’ set- 
tlement? 

Those who agree that debt repudiation 
would-be a great moral disaster, more dam- 
aging to the debtor nations than the policy 
of paying all that is possible, are thinking 
of repudiation of a straight commercial debt. 
The proposal, however, that the United 
States should radically reduce or completely 
remit the war debts, in view. of the moral 
factors involved—viz., that they were fight- 
ing “‘our war’’—is something very different, 

While they and we were fighting ‘‘our 
war,” we lost 50,000 boys and they 4,250,000. 
Their financial load, too, was mounting by 
billions, as was ours. They are staggering 
under their loads, while we aré prospéring 
beyond all expectation and are reducing our 
debt nearly a billion a year.

‘Mr. McLaughlin was present at the 
Meeting, which was held in Mr. 
Smith’s office, 100 Broadway, but the 
election of trustees for the current year 
was deferred until Jan. 28, to enable 
the new head of the Police Department 
to become familiar with the functions 


of the corporation. “The next meeting 


will be held in Police Headquarters. 
Mr. Smith’s report showed that the 
total assets of the fund amounted to 
$2,101,095.67, of which $1,711,095.67 was 
in the nature of cash resources. ‘Phe 
assets include 1,000 shares of no par 
value in the New York City Police 
Recreation Camp, Inc., valued at $890,- 
000. The camp is at Platte Cove, Tan- 
nersvilie, Catskill Mountains, N. Y., 
and consists, approximately, of 400 
acres, with service buildings, cottages 
and bungalows. A new main building 
is under construction, at an approxi- 


mate cost of $500,000, to take the place 
of Indian Head Lodge, which was 
burned in September, 1924. ‘

Health Commissioner Declares 
He. Has = Already .Found 
Signs of Irregularities. 


PLEDGES RIGID MILK TESTS 


To Investigate Slaughter Houses 
“Which Got Permits From 
Squad He Abolished. 


er..asconference in which Health 
Commigsionet Dr. Louis I. Harris Jaid 
down the law to sixty representatives 
of the dairy concerns shipping milk 
and cream into New York City, the 
Commissioner was asked last evening 
whether he intended going any further 
into investigation of grafting or other 
irregularities in the department as he 
had found it. ‘ 

“Yes,” replied the Health Commis- 
sioner. “I am not going to take any 
drastic steps until after I am in pos- 
session of all the essential facts, but 
I may say that I have already found 
indications of irregularities in the in- 
spections.of slaughter houses and other 
concerns handling food products, and I 
am going into that investigation thor- 
oughly.” 

There are not many slaughter houses 
in New York City in which beef, mut- 
ton, lamb and pork are prepared, but 
there are a great many in which poul- 
try is dressed. The inspection and 
granting of permits to these concerns, 
as in the case of milk and cream, had 


been largely’ in the hands of the so- 
called Special Service Squad. Dr. Har- 
ris's first important official act was 
the abolition of this organization and 
the tranfer of its duties to the Bureau 
of Food and Drugs; 3h 


Sixty Dealers in: Conference. 


Nearly sixty men conferred with the 
Commissioner in the Health Depart- 
ment late in the afternoon on the sub- 
ject of milk. They included representa- 
tives of the Dairymen’s League, the 
Berden Milk Company and,of all the 
other concerns producing milk and 
cream and shipping or distributing it 
‘in New York City. They came from 
the States of New York, New Jersey, 
Gonnecticut, Massachusetts, Vermont, 
Pennsylvaria and Maryland and from 
the Canadian Provinces of Ontario and. 
Quebec. In the aggregate, they. ship 
into New York City approximately 
3,000,000 quarts of milk daily. 

“The purpose of this conference,”’ 
said Dr. Harris, ‘‘was to enable me 
to declare to these men with emphasis 
that the policy of this department is 
and will be to permit no milk or milk 
products to come into the New York 
market unless the shippers have com- 
plied with every requirement of the 
law and every safeguard prescribed by 
this department in the interest of the 
public health.”’ > 

Commissioner Harris said that since 
the embargo laid against certain pro- 


ducing districts in Wiscongin there had 
been one shipment of $10,000 worth of 
cream shut out from the city market. 

“The real issue involved in this em- 
bargo, however,’’ he declared, ‘is not 
that we have discovered any actual 
cases of disease traceable to the milk 
-or cream we have embargoed. But 
while the shippers generally have been 
compelled to run the fire of the sev- 
eral checks and tests right from the 
source of supply to the moment * de- 
livery, we have found that cars 
embargoed ‘have not been subject to 
these restrictions. 


Cooperation Is Pledged. 


“The shippers attending the confer- 
ence were informed that in future we 
intend to exercise our police power to 
embargo or destroy any milk supply 
which does not conform strictly to all 
the rules and regulations.

‘SPIRITUALS’ WILL BE IN IT 


Harling, Who Will Write the Music; |. 


Scored Chicago Success With 
“A Light From St. Agnes.”’ 


Another step toward America’s de- 
velopment of a ‘native opera’ was 
taken in an upper room of the Plym- 
outh Theatre yesterday. afternoon, 
when, W. Franke Harling, the musi- 
cian, and Laurence Stallings, the play- 
wright, signed contracts with Arthur 
Hopkins for a serious opera in three 
acts ‘to be produced next season in 
New York. ‘ 

News of the quiet meeting attracted 
attention on Broadway, in view of Mr. 
Harling’s recent success in Chicago 
with the so-called “jazz’’ opera, ‘A 


Light From St. Agnes.”” The name of the 


’ new work is to be ‘Deep River,’’ a title 
taken from one of the most famous of 
American popular songs of the South. 

** ‘Deep River’ will be even more in- 
herently an American opera and a 
‘jazz’ opera,’’. Mr. Harling. said after 
his interview with the playwright and 
manager. ‘'The scene will be the 
Louisiana of a generation before the 
Civil War, and from thid you may see 
that some themes of the old ‘spiritu- 
als’ will naturally find a place in the 
musical score.” 

The book of the opera, it was an- 
nounced, was already under way. Mr. 


_ Stallings, who will supply the text, was 
“the author jointly with Maxwell Ander- 


gon of the war play, “What Price 
” — 


“While Mr. Hopkins has hitherto con- 
fined his activities as a producer to 
the dramatic stage, he declared four 
years ago.that when the opportunity 
offered he would do ‘‘a strictly Amer- 
ican opera, ed along entirely new 
lines.” In“*Harling and Stallings as 
collaborators Mr. Hopkins said yes- 
terday he ‘believed he ‘had found the 
men who cquid_bring to life an Amer- 
ican form of opera which should be a 
true expression “of the American 
genius, and not “an echo from the 
opera, houseg of Eyrope.” 

It was on Dec. 6 last that Harling’s 
“A Light From St. Agnes’? was sung 
for the first time by the Chicago Civic 
Opera Company at the Auditorium in 
Chicago. It is a work in one act and 
in English, and employs such ‘jazz’ 
instruments as the saxophone, xylo- 
phone and banjo. 

Known as a song writer and com- 
poser of, choral works, including his 
Persian cycle, ‘‘The Divan of Haftz 
Mr. Harling won an unexpected tri- 
umph at his Western opera premiére. 
The Chicago audience not only cheered 
the composers but followed ‘hie into 
the lobby, where hé was kissed by per- 
sons in the excited crowd until he fled 
to his hotel. 

Mr. Harling was born in London and 
brought as a child to Boston by his 
—— Mr. and Mrs: Joseph Harling. 

e played the piano at 8 years and 
4 at 13 came to: New York as a chorister 
in the Grace Church Choir School. At 
16 the boy’s.voice changed -and he 
wished to quit music for business. 

His family sent him instead to Lon- 
don, where he gained a scholarship in 
the Royak Academy of Music, and 
later to Brussels to study harmony 
and composition with Theophile Ysaye, 
brother of ‘the violinist, 2 Asavye. 
On return to America he was for a 
year the musical director at West 
Point. There he wrote ‘‘The Cotps,” 
now the official song of the United 
States Military Academy. 

When the war —— out. Harling 
was back in Belgium with the brothers 
Ysaye. He composed an opera on 
Hauptmann’s play ‘‘The Sunken Bell,” 
of which all but one act was lost dur- 
ing his escape to Switzerland and later 
to America. On Broadway his reputa- 
tion was chiefly made by the song 
“Everybody Is Uking the -Uke.””

The cause of ~ present conditions, 
speakers said, was a lack of -knowl- 
edge of sewing and the art:of dress- 
making by modern young women, who 
‘were given over to enjoying themselves 
and neglecting the domestic virtues of 
their mothers and grandiaothers· 

Members discussed the advisability of 
joining a. nation-wide movement “to 
teach’ *young-girls' how. to sew- and.

‘Just now the abundant sup- 
Ply of money is expressing itself in 
ohe of the greatest stock market and 
city real estate booms in history, but 
there is a strong possibility that con- 
siderable of the gold supply later will 
return to Europe prices * de- 
cline.
